The number of scholars, however, who have been ‘in 
any good degree constant and regular in their attendance, 
would be one-fourth less than has been stated. 

The Committee are happy in being able to state, that 
the schools have generally been furnished with a sufficient 
number of books. But, in most Districts, there is a want 
of uniformity in the kind of books used. . The great vari- 
ety of Geographies, Arithmetics, and Reading ° Books 
which are new in use, in mostof the schools, is regarded 
as no smallevil. It tends to engross much more of the 
time of the teacher, than if there were more uniformity in 
the kind of books used, and, consequently, the instruction 
given in these various branches is by no meansas thorough 
as it should be. This evil may be corrected, if not at 
once, gradually, with very little inconvenience to parents, 
if, in their future purchases, they would take care to po 
cure such books only as may be recommended by the Su-. 
perintending Committee ; as it is to be presumed that they 
would be willing to. examine particularly the different — 
books in use, and would be disposed torecommend none 
except the most approved. We fiad it somewhat difficult 
amid the great variety of books to satisfy our own minds,

continue if a system of school books is not adopted by the,
